On The Origins of Carl Gottlieb Bellmann's Wife 
(Page 77) 


Bellmann, the composer of the song of Schleswig-Holstein worked in Schleswig from 
around 1800. At the time he was a musician at the Hoftheater for Count Carl von Hessen. 
~ His broher Adolph also had the same a Both were named in the Register of 
Persons of 13th February 1803. 


Carl Gottlieb Bellmann resided at the time with his wife, his eldest son, and the 24 
year old servant girl Elisabeth Stricker in a rented apartment in house VII, quarters # 140 
(today 50 Friedrich-Stra8e). On the 9th of December 1800 he married in Schleswig- 
Friedrichsberg. The betrothal entry in the parish register there states: "The musician Carl 
Gottlieb Bellmann, from Muskau in Saxony, is married to the spinster Friederica Christina 
Crause, legitimate daughter of Otto Wilhelm Crause of Kiel". 


From this marriage came 4 children. The christening entries for three of these are in 
the church register for Friedrichsberg: 


1. Carl Adolph Eduard Bellmann, born on November 10, christened December 22, 
180}; Witnesses: a) The childs father, b) Mr Johann Friedrich Adolph Bellmann, brother of 
the father, c) The mother of the child. 


2. Friederika Henriette Adolphine Bellmann, born on May 25 and christened on July 
6 1803; Witnesses: a) Mrs Henriette Blascher nee Bellmann, b) Mrs Henriette Bellmann 
nee Lauius, ¢) Gottlieb Bellmann of Muskau in Saxony. 


3. Karl Friedrich Nicolai Bellmann, born on May 31 and christened July 6 1806; 
witnesses: a)Mr. Johann Wehlam, b) Mr Friedrich Wilhelm Bellmann, c) Demoiselle 
Nicoline Hinze from Flensburg. 


The 4th child, Carl Friedrich Fedor, according to the remark under the death entry for 
the father, was born on December 29 1811 in Muskau in Oberlausitz (Silesia). According to 
the betrothal entry, Bellmann's wife was the legitimate daughter of an Otto Wilhelm Crause 
in Kiel. According to the entry of the death in the church register of the monastery of St. 
Johann in Schleswig, where she died on June 29 1860 she was born in Kiel on February 17 
1775. Her parents are not mentioned. In the church register of Kiel from February 14. 1775 
there is no mention of her birth or her baptism. A hint to her origin, however, can be found 
in a correspondence in the Gutsarchiv (manor archive) of Schierensee. In a letter of March 
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4 1801 Bellmann notified the then owner of the Schierensee manor, Baron Christian von 
Brockdorff, who had married countess Marie von Saldern, a granddaughter of Caspar von 
Saldern on October 2 1789, that he was married to Friedrica Christina Krause. He added a 
copy from the marriage register of the Friedrichsberg parish. The Letter reads further: "As 
my wife is to inherit 200 Reichsthaler as in stated in paragraph 13 of the testament of the 
_ late privy councillor von Saldern, we obediently beg and ask you to send us the said 200 
Reichsthaler".

As this letter remained unanswered, he (Bellmann) wrote again on April 20 1801. This 
letter. still remained unanswered. In a letter of May 11 1801, Bellmann again requested the 
matter to be settled and threatened to sue. According to a draft this letter was answered by 
Baron Brockdorff on May 10 1801 and Bellmann was told, that the sum would be handed to 
him or to an authorized representative at the next Johannis market in Kiel. A receipt from 
June 30th 1801 signed by Bellmann and his wife confirmed that they received the money. 


A look into the will including the addendum confirms the justification of Bellmann's 
demand. In a second codicil of May 20 1784, to Caspar von Saldern's will of May 5 1774, it 
says: "13th it is my irevocable will that my son, and after him later on my entail heir shall 
care for a good Christian and bourgeois education of the child taken to me, Friderica Krause 
(n), daughter of my hunter Wilhelm Krause, until she has reached her 21st year, and, unless 
I'll have already offered to her before my death a small capital of 200 Reichsthaler, shall pay 
to her upon her marriage the sum of 200 Reichsthaler". So Bellmann's wife grew up with 
Caspar von Saldern first. After October 29 1786, two days before the death of von Saldern, 
she stayed with the teacher and organist in Klein-Wabbs, Peter Fabricius. 

This information was found in a register that is being kept in the Schierenseerguts archive. 
The register was written by Fabricius and it covers the expenses from October 29 1786 till 
October 29 1790, for Friederica Christina Krause. In an accompanying note Fabricius asked 
the then owner of the Ludwigsberg, von Ahlefeldt-Dehn to have a servant deliver the 
enclosed letters. Von Ahlefeldt-Dehn acknowledged that he received on January 17 1791 
the amount of 40 Reichstaler (currency of the empire) and an additional 2 Reichstaler for 
confirmation charges. 

Mrs Klein-Wabbs, the wife of Bellmann was confirmed on March 28 1790. However, in the 
confirmation register, Frederica Christina Krause, the daughter of the gamekeeper Otto 
Wilhelm Krause is again entered, that she was confirmed under the name of Wabbs on 
March 19 1791. It is unknown where she lived after that until she got married. 


Otto Wilhelm Krause, who is given as her father, first of all was a runner and since 
about 1782 a hunter with Caspar von Saldern. He came from Schwedt, Brandenburg. On

May 12 1774 and he got married in Westensee to Elsabe Catharina Stréhe. At the age of 52 
he died on January 20 1794 in Schierensee. In his death entry the following children are 
mentioned: 1. Friedrica Christina, 2. Caspar Hinr. Friederich, 3. Christina Soph. Louise 
and 4. Amalia Carolina Friderica. In the Westensee church record are only christening 
respectively births of the last three children. Caspar Hinrich Friederich was born in 

_ November 1776. 
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His godfathers were: |.privy councellor Caspar von Saldern at Schierensee, 2. H. Caspar 
Hinrich of Saldern at Bordesholm and 3. Ms. Amalia Hinrich of Schnepel at Schierensee. 
There are no godfathers mentioned at the birth of the second child Christina Soph. Louise, 
born on March 20 1779 in Schierensee. Amalia Caroline Friderica, born April 7, 1782 in 
Schierensee and baptized on April 10 1782 in Westensee, had the following godparents: 1. 
Countess Frider. Amalia von Saldern-Gtinderoth, 2. Mds. Frid. Amalie Schnepeln of 
Schierensee and 3. Captain Frid von Saldern ibidem, Beside Caspar von Saldern, other 
godparents of the Krause (schen) children were also his son Sohn Caspar Hinrich, his 
daughter-in-law Frider. Amalia, his nephew Friederich and his housekeeper Frid. Amalie 
Schnepel. In codcil #11 in Caspar von Saldern's will, he had stipulated the following: "If, 
prior to my death, the hunter Wilhelm Krause has not received another assignment by me, it 
shall be up to my son to keep him until retirement. During my son's lifetime, he shall be 
obligated to pay him an annual salary of sixty Reichsthaler until he changes services. 
Codicil 3. additionally stipulated that Krause should keep the free apartment in the house 
where he currently lived, but he would not receive it as his own. All this indicated a special 
relationship between the hunter Krause and Caspar von Saldern and his family. 


Where was Friederica Christina allegedly the oldest daughter of hunter (his 
occupation) Krause born/baptised? In the records of St. Nicolai in Kiel, 


(Page 80) 


the author found, after thorough searching, the following entry: "born February 7, baptized 
February 14 1774: Friederica Christina legitimate little daughter of the economist (job like 
treasurer) Hans Hinrich Petersen and his wife Gerdrut Paulina nee Rittern godparents: 1. 
Grafin Friederica Amalia von Saldern-Giinderoth, 2. Miss Agatha Christina von Schnellen 
and 3. State Advisor Joach. Diederich Schiitt". While Friederica Amalia von Saldern- 
Giinderoth as already mentioned-was Caspar von Saldern's daugher-in-law, Agatha 
Christina von Schnell was his illegitimate daughter from his relationship with Catharina 
Margaretha Schnepel the sister of Friderica Amalia Schnepel mentioned earlier. Jochim 
Diederich Schtitt descended from Gro8-Waabs, where his father had retired. Starting 1767 
he was as a real chamber council, a member of the 'Common Country Economy 
Improvement Board’, which was managed by Caspar von Saldern as president until 1769. 
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This is the year he left 'with grace' the Board. According to written information at the 
manor archive of Schierensee, he accompanied Caspar von Saldern on one of his journeys 
to Petersburg. We cannot find a mariage of Petersen-Ritter in Kiel. The academically 
educated economist Hans Hinrich Petersen died on Sept. 21, 1798 in Kiel. He was 71 years 
and 5 months old and was born in Schleswig. There is no mention in the death certificate if 
_ he was married. Also no Children were mentioned.Starting 1764 or 1765, a nephew of 
Caspar von Saldern, named Benedict Conrad Hinrich Langheim worked first as a deacon, 
then from 1771 archdeacon and finally from 1778 until his death as main pastor. 


Because Bellmanns wife was supposed to have been born on 17 February 1775 in 
Kiel, and the person mentioned here, Friederica Christina, was christened on February 17, 
1774. this should be the correct christening entry for her. The care which Caspar von 
Saldern raised Friederica Christina Krause, can only give rise to the conclusion that he 
himself is the father of the child. It is possible that Friederica Christina Krause came to 
Schleswig with her half sister and godmother Christina von Schnell, who married Christian 
Piper (the lawyer and court secretary in Moritz) on June 19 1778. Piper was installed as the 
co-executor of the will and therefore probably knew about the circumstances surrounding 
her birth. 


Who was now Friederica Christina Krause's mother. The death entry from Otto 
Wilhelm Krause's widow in the church book of Kiel-St.Nicolai has the following wording: 
"Died on July 16 1802. Buried, on July 18 1802: the widow Elisabeth Krause born Stréhen 
from Cronshagen, died here, age 66 1/2 years, leaving behind 3 daughters and 1 son." In the 
death entry from Elisabeth Krause's mother Anna Stréhe, born Haberland (or Lorenz), died 
aged 69 on May 20 1780 near Schierensee, Elisabeth, married Krause, and she at that time 
born children Friederica Christina , Caspar Hinr., Friederich and Louise Christina Sophie 
were mentioned by name. Anna Stréhe had been married since December 27 1736 (Kiel- 
St.Nicolai) to Wulf Hinrich Strdhe from Russee, who in 1780 was bailiff at Harzhof. 
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Of Bellmann's children, Friederika Henriette Adolphine died on December 21 1888 
and Carl Friedrich Fedor died on May 29 1874 in Kiel. Neither one was married. 
According to a notation in the death record of his father, who died on December 24 1861 In 
Schleswig-St.Johanniskloster, Karl Friedrich Nicolai was living in North America, with his 
place of residence unknown. Dr. Moll reports about Carl Adolph Eduard Bellmann in his 
book "Das Schleswig-Holstein-Lied als Mittelpunkt der Heimatlieder im Befreiungskampf 
des landes von danischer Bedriikkung" (The Schleswig-Holstein-Song as focus of the 
homeland songs in the war of independence from Danish oppression) that he lived in 
Intzehhoe and was married only for a short time. Supposedly, after his divorce his wife 
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became a singer and moved to Kopenhagen. The only daughter out of this marriage had 
been married, but died childless.

Carl Gottlieb Bellmann was born 6, September 1772 at Muskau/Niederlausitz. 

Under the arangment of the ruler Piickler-Muskau he came as a young man to the castle of 
Gottorp (old spelling of Gottorf), were the count Carl von Hessen ruled as a govener for 
the king of Denmark. CG Bellmann worked as a cellist at the Gottorp opera. 

In the year 1800 he married Friederike Christine Krause, the got 3 sons and | daughter, 
between 1901 and 1811 (CFF was born 1812?7?). In addition to his job at the opera he 
was a music-teacher and a chor-conductor (Dirigent). 1811 he became a organist at the 
St.-Johannis convent, Schleswig. This job he made until he was 87 years old. 1842 he also 
took the leadership of the Schleswig choral-society, founded in 1839.

Bellmann’s son Carl Friedrich Fedor, born 14.9.1812, died 29.5.1874 in Kiel, 
LerchenstraBel2, had published, as a "dealer" for musical intruments, some of his. father’s 
songs. CFF Bellmann was also a teacher for singing and piano-playing. 

Bellmann’s daughter Adolphine "survived" all her sisters, except one brother the all were 
unmarried, 

The daughter Adolphine paid the first gravestone for her parents, who are burried on the 
coavent-cemetery St. Johannis in Schleswig. She died “high-aged" 21.12.1888 in Kiel, 
Harmsstrafe 18. Her personal assets (estate) was given to the Kieler institute for blind 
people.

Another Bellmann-monument is in Altona, now a part of Hamburg, at a place caleed 
Rainville-terasse, because the was the hometown of Mr. Chemnitz, he has a monument at 
the same place,too. 

C.G. Bellmann had to escape from SH during the war of Liberation (1848-1852), because 
his song was forbidden by the king of Denmark and he wants to take him to prison. 

Little history: At that time SH was a part of Denmark, but the people here want their 
hberty. And they King of Denmark don't want to give them their liberty. 

So in 1848 the Schleswig-Holsteiner started to fight for their rights and liberty and with 
the help of Prussia they reached their destination after the war of Liberation at the 
1.2.1852. Then SH becomes a part of Prussia.
